Brown also signed a bill by Sen. Peter 
Behr, R-Tiburon„ to temporarily roll 
back the cost of malpractice policies to 
the Jan. 1 pre-crisis level. 
“The malpractice problem will not go 
away,” Brown said. “The Behr bill 
provides only temporary relief. But a 
final cure can only come through 
fundamental reform.” 
In a proclamation accompanying his 
May 16 special session order, Brown 
asked the legislature to enact laws to 
change the relationship between pa­ 
tients and doctors, and attorneys and 
insurance companies.

cent above what they were last year. It 
would also allow the state to inspect 
insurance company books to see if rate 
increases were justified.

insurance carriers to form “pools” and 
issue malpractice policies to doctors for 
the next six months in areas where such 
insurance 
was

or 
physicians could not afford it. 
Anesthesiologists agreed Wednesday 
to go back to work if the state orders 
such a “pool” in a eight-county region in 
the San Francisco Bay Area to provide

The McLennan measure would assess 
all licensed doctors $500 over the next 
five years to guarantee the payment of 
malpractice awards. Also, physicians 
receiving “pool” insurance would be 
assessed an undetermined amount if the 
actual awards were greater than the 
premiums.

Lompocans of the early 1980s will 
watch the Space Shuttle blaze into orbit 
from a now abandoned launch complex 
southwest of town, but the boom in local 
population and jobs long expected to 
accompany the program will never 
arrive. 
That was the official word yesterday 
as the Air Force announced a four-year, 
bare bones development program to 
prepare Vandenberg Air Force ^Base as 
the nation’s western shuttle p6rt with 
the first liftoff slated for December, 
1982. 
Breaking a long official silence on 
base development plans, the word was 
passed at a briefing conducted on base 
yesterday by Maj. Aubrey Sloan, ground 
systems manager for renewable launch 
veh icles 
at 
the 
Los 
Angeles 
headquarters of the Space and Missiles 
Systems Organization (SAMSO). 
Sloan stressed that the plans have yet 
to be either finally approved by the 
Department of Defense or funded by 
Congress. 
Local construction will commence in 
mid 1978, wind down in mid 1982 and cost 
an estimated $65 to $70 million in 1975 
dollars ($124 million in 1982 dollars). 
The peak daily work force of extra 
construction personnel during the period 
is not expected to exceed 200 people, he 
said. 
Nor will there be any significant 
increase in base personnel after the 
rocket-plane program swings into full 
operations here, Sloan added. During 
the leisurely four-year development, Air 
Force 
Titan 
and 
Atlas 
program 
personnel will be thinned along with 
space 
agency 
Thor-Delta 
rocket 
program crews as the shuttle operations 
force is beefed up. The result, Sloan 
said, will be that base requirements will 
not be noticeably changed by the 
program. 
These estimates contrast sharply with 
earlier visions that the advent of the 
shuttle at Vandenberg would mean 
several hundred million dollars in base 
construction 
and 
at 
least 
several 
hundred local jobs. 
The glamorous earlier estimates were 
based on a 1972 ground systems study 
calling for the same launch preparations 
for the Vandenberg shuttle as are used 
for Saturn boosters at Cape Canaveral. 
The DC-9 sized shuttle orbiter was to be 
mated with its two solid fuel rocket 
boosters and large eternal fuel tank in a 
large vehicle assembly structure. Then 
it would be transported to the launch 
site along a new and complex tow-way 
system — new rails and a new highway. 


Portugal regime 
cracks down on

LISBON (UPI) — Portugal’s military 
regime carried out its first raid against 
the 
national 
headquarters 
of 
any 
political movement today, cracking 
down on a extreme leftist Maoist group 
it accused of “criminal aggression 
against the public order.” 
Troops and armored cars moved 
before dawn and seized files and 
propaganda, arrested dozens of youths 
and fired shots into the air to disperse 
crowds at the head office of the group 
that 
calls 
itself 
the 
Reorganizing 
Movement of the Proletariat Party. 


The group’s neighborhood stations 
were hit as well. No resistance or 
injuries were reported in the raids. 


About 150 of the group’s members last 
week marched on the U.S. embassy and, 
as police looked on, splashed it with red 
hammer 
and 
sickle 
emblems 
and 
slogans demanding “out, imperialists... 
out, CIA.” Embassy security chief 
Wayne Coombs was roughed up. 


“Faithful 
to 
the 
spirit 
of 
its 
program,” 
the 
announcement 
said, 
“The MFA reaffirms its intention to 
guarantee fundamental liberties of its 
citizenry.” 


Tens of thousands of Communist 
supporters 
took 
to 
the 
streets 
Wednesday night to show their approval 
of the military government. 


A government spokesman said files 
and typewriters were seized from the 
downtown headquarters of the extremist 
left-wing Maosits who call themselves 
the Reorganizing Movement of the 
Proletariat Party. No injuries were 
reported. 


A number of the group's neighborhood 
offices in the capital were raided as 
well. 


Outlawed as a political party but 
tolerated as an association, the Maoist 
group has opposed vociferously not only 
the 
military 
regime 
but 
also the 
dominant Communist party.

Vandenberg It was built for $30 million 
in the 1960s as part of the

Orbital Launch <MOLi program Due to 
budget cuts in that year, the MOL 
program never got off the ground and 
SLC-6 has been abandoned since then, 
never having seen a single launch. 
Under the Martin plan, returning 
shuttle orbiters will land not on a new 
runway, but on the present base runway, 
extended from 8,000 to 15,000 feet. Work

Ford reviews NATO problems 


BRUSSELS (UPI) - President Ford 
reviewed 
the 
major 
rivalries 
and 
conflicts of NATO today in hour after 
hour of private meetings with the 
leaders of Portugal, Greece, Turkey and 
and other partners in the troubled 
alliance. 
Putting personal diplomacy ahead of 
formal summitry at the outset of the 
NATO summit meeting, Ford conferred 
almost nonstop for some eight hours 
with a total of six allied leaders before 
motoring to the opening ceremonies of 
the summit conference 
There, he heard Premier Constantine 
Caramanlis of Greece, the summit 
chairman, warn that “the alliance faces 
serious and difficult problems. 
“The only possible answer is true and 
sincere solidarity.” 
Ford’s initial round of European 
diplomacy seemed to have generated 


little progress toward that solidarity, 
although officials at first offered few 
details. 
The last of the six conferees, Prime 
Minister Vasco Dos Santos Goncalves of 
Portugal, came to defend Lisbon's right 
to remain a full NATO partner in spite of 
the 
extreme 
left-leaning 
military 
government that worries Ford 
“Portugal is not a Trojan Horse in the 
NATO 
alliance." 
Goncalves 
told 
newsmen before he visited Ford 
He 
said he would tell the President “the 
truth’’ about the situation in Portugal 
As Goncalves left the meeting, a 
newsman called out, “will Portugal 
remain in NATO?” 
“Certainly,” Goncalves replied 
Of 
course ” 
During one pause in his morning 
conferences, Ford said he hoped to 
achieve “ some success” in reviving 


Middle East peace talks when he meets

Protesters pointed out that 
much of the acreage involved 
in recommended 40-acre zoning 
had been zoned for one-acre 
homesites several years ago 


Earlier, some 2,500 acres 
were recommended for 40-acre 
and 100-acre zoning by the 
commission by the same 5-4 
vote as occurred Wednesday. 
The original conception was 
to rezone some 3.800 acres of 
high 
foothill 
and

mountain terrain, but it was 
decided to keep small-lot areas 
such as Painted Cave. San

The scientist said the experi­

“ demonstrated 
more 
than a 10-million-fold increase 
in enriched uranium production 
rate over a preliminary experi­ 
ment announced in June 1974 “ 


The 
experiment 
produced 
four-thousandths of a gram of 
about 3 per cent enriched 
uranium in about two hours. 


Nuclear fuel enrichment pro­ 
cesses increase the concentra­ 
tion of uranium 235 from its 
natural abundance of 0 7 per 
cent to the 3 per cent required 
by most U.S. reactors 


Reactor scale enrichment is 
now done by gaseous diffusion 
techniques. The attractiveness 
of the laser technique is that it 
requires only a single step 
instead of the thousands of 
sequential enrichments needed

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Student opens fire 
in school; 2 killed 
Easy passage today seen for farm labor bill 


BKAMPTON, Ont. (UPIi - 
At 16, Michael Siobodian said 
he was fed 
up with life. 
Wednesday 
he entered 
the 
Centenniai Secondary School 
with two rifles concealed in a 
guitar case and went directly to 
a first-floor washroom 
He had sworn in a suicide 
note to kill two teachers who 
had 
reprimanded 
him 
for 
skipping classes and "anyone 
who got in his way ” He wasted 
little time in carrying out his 
vow. 
John Slinger, 17, who stum­ 
bled unaware into the wa­ 
shroom, was the first victim. 
He staggered into the hallway 
and collapsed —dead 
Siobodian, firing randomly at 
students with two rifles, then 
approached the art room where 
he shot and killed Margaret 
Evelyn Wright, 25, one of the 
teachers on his death list. 
After wounding another stu­ 
dent nearby, he committed 
suicide with a single shot in the 
head. 
Before he died. Siobodian 
killed two persons and injured 
13 students —nine seriously. 
"The gunman ran along a 
hallway, opening classroom 
doors and shooting at every­ 
thing in sight,” one student told 
reporters. 
“Panic 
erupted 


throughout the whole place. " 
Police Chief Doug Burrows 
confirmed Mrs. Wright was one 
of the two teachers named in 
the note, which was found at 
the gunman s home, but would 
not identify the other teacher. 
Police would not release the 
text of the note, but Burrows 
said it indicated he planned to 
harm the two teachers and 
“anyone else who got in his 
way.” 
Slobodan's sister, 
Donna, 
told a newsman, however, that 
in his note Siobodian vowed to 
“eliminate” Mrs. Wright and 
science teacher D.R. Bronson. 
The teachers had reprimanded 
him for skipping classes, she 
said. 
Bronson was in another part 
of the school at the time of the 
shootings and was not injured. 
Donna said her brother wrote 
that “he was fed up with life" 
and 
intended 
to 
commit 
suicide. 
Neighbors described Siobo­ 
dian, the youngest of four 
children, as a “loner" and a 
karate expert who didn’t have 
much time for girls. 
“We 
used 
to 
call 
him 
Priest,’” 
said 
a 
one-time 
classmate. “He always acted 
in such an aloof, solitary sort of 
way.”

Cooking talents 


Thanks to Teri Pratt, library aide at La Honda School, kindergarten pupils 
to whom she reads have been given easy recipes for dishes suggested by the 
stories they have heard. Extra copies go to older students. 
“ Maybe some of your readers would like to try some of them," she writes. 
“ You can probably guess what kind of story some of them were, just by the 
recipes.” 
Luck of the Irish suggests itself to the following: 


Ham and Potato Magic Loaf 


12 pound cooked ham, thinly sliced 
1 envelope unflavored gelatin 
l 2 cup boiling water 
1 cup mayonnaise 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 medium-sized slice of onion 
l4 cup parsley clusters 
1 pimento, canned 
1 teaspoon pepper 
2 stalks celery, coarsely cut 
4 cups diced potatoes, cooked 
1 cup diced ham 


Line a 9“ x 5” loaf pan with foil. Let foil extend up and over sides of pan. 
Cover bottom and sides of pan with thinly sliced ham. 
Put gelatin and boiling water into container of a blender. Cover and blend 
on high speed for 40 seconds. Add mayonnaise, salt, onion, parsley, pimento, 
pepper, and celery to the blender container. Cover and blend on high speed for 
20 seconds, or until celery and onion are coarsely chopped. 
If you do not have a blender, sprinkle jjelatin on cool water (in place of the 
boiling water» in a saucepan and dissolve over low heat, stirring constantly. 
Cool gelatin and mix into mayonnaise. Chill to consistency of unbeaten egg 
white. Finely chop onion, parsley, pimento and celery. Mix into gelatin and 
mayonnaise mixture 
Place diced ham and potatoes in a bowl. Pour gelatin mixture over ham 
and potatoes. Pack into the prepared loaf pan and chill until firm Turn out on 
a cold serving platter Garnish with said greens and radish roses. Serve as 
main dish. Makes six servings.

(Preheat oven to 350 degrees F i 
(Yield: 16-18 slices» 
1 cup each butter and milk 
2 cups sugar 
3 cups all-purpose flour, 
sifted with 3 teaspoons double-acting baking 
powder and 3 pinches ( ln teaspoon i salt 
4 large eggs 
. 
Butter and flour a ten-inch tube pan. Cream butter and sugar. Beat in the 
eggs, one at a time. Sift the flour with, the baking powder and salt and add it 
alternately with the milk, beginning and ending with the flour to make a cake 
of fine texture. 
Beat for at least three minutes or until well blended 
Pour the batter into the buttered and floured tube pan 
Bake for about an hour or until a cake tester or a toothpick, when stuck in 
the cake an inch from either side, comes out clean. 
Let cool about 30 minutes in the pan before turning out on a rack to finish 
cooling 
If you don't want to ice the cake, it can be made to look very festive with 
powdered sugar and with candles, cherries or strawberries, or ji few violets, 
nasturtiums, geranium blossoms, or roses.

The muddled county program 
to help alcoholics on the South 
Coast came before the Board 
of Supervisors Tuesday, and 
became more muddled,

Sobriety 
Unlimited 
for 
recovery services “ or any

Sobriety 
Unlimited 
has

detoxification program for the 
county under Mental Health 
supervision for two years, and 
the 
supervisors 
recently 
scrapped it in favor of a 
recovery 
unit 
on 
County 
Hospital property in Goleta 
Valley 
— 
Sobriety 
Unlimited 
president William E. Reefman 
charged 
a 
“ power 
play” 
quarterbacked 
by 
Mental 
Health officials frustrated a 
session last week designed to 
discuss new interim contract 
terms for the non-profit group. 
Reefman has headed a move to 
divorce mental health from the 
alcoholic recovery program. 
— The county auditor and 
county counsel have ruled the 
county cannot pay for extra 
services as sought by Sobriety 
Unlimited, even though Santa 
Barbara 
police 
“dumped” 
alcoholics en masse upon the 
detoxification facility ignoring 
its 20-bed limit. 


— Sobriety Unlimited has 
hinted it will pay its unpaid 
bills for meal services to the 
county when the county pays 
for the extra services imposed 
upon it above contract terms.

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Nation's retailers rap 
new credit regulations 
Tuna fish, salads best buys 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
spokesman for the nation’s 
retailers charged today the 
government’s new regulations 
to ban credit discrimination 
against women are too costly, 
go 
beyond 
the 
intent 
of 
Congress and will force most 
small merchants to abandon 
their own credit plans. 
Dexter Gould of the Ameri­ 
can Retail Federation echoed 
the 
complaints 
that 
most 
retailers, 
bankers 
and 
creditors —both small and 
large -have expressed during 
Federal 
Reserve 
Board 
hearings 
on 
regulations 
prohibiting 
cred it 
discrimination on the basis of 
sex or marital status. 
He 
said 
in 
a prepared 
statement the Fed’s “ imprac­ 
tical, vague and overly broad" 
regulations go far beyond the

Congress last year and goes 
into effect Oct. 28 
Under the regulations, he 
said, small retailers will be 
forced to go to a bank credit 
card system, to “ retain a

testimony of an experienced 
polygraph 
operator 
who 
believes the defendant is telling 
the truth 
and 
that of a 
physician who gives his expert 
opinion on a medical condition. 
Deputy District Attorney Do­ 
nald J. Kaplan said the lie 
detector is an important inves­ 
tigative tool, but “ that doesn't 
mean we re going to rely on it 
as the ultimate answer." 
He said a lie detector test 
“ can be governed by innumera­ 
ble outside influences" and 
there is no way to judge its 
accuracy. 
“ Infallibility is not the test," 
argued attorney Barry Tarlow, 
an 
advocate of using the 
polygraph in certain cases. 
“ Otherwise, we would never 
have any scientific evidence. ” 
Tarlow said experts have 
concluded the lie detector is at 
least 90 per cent accurate. 
The case currently before the 
appellate court involves Dr. 
Robert Warren Adams, who 
had been charged with drunken 
driving Adams contended that 
it was actually his wife driving 
the 
car, 
and 
conflicting 
testimony 
on 
this 
point 
prompted Tarlow to have the 
polygraph test administered. 
Chris Gugas, who adminis­ 
tered 
the 
test 
and 
has 
performed more than 20,000 
such exams, concluded that 
Adams was telling the truth. 
Municipal Court Judge Don 
D. Bercu, although he said he 
believed 
the 
polygraph 
evidence should be accepted, 
ordered the evidence excluded 
so that “ such a major and 
drastic change” in the law 
should first be ruled upon by 
the appellate courts. 
Adams was convicted, but 
lost the first round of his appeal 
to the Superior Court Appellate 
Department. That court ruled 
that polygraph evidence was 
properly excluded because it 
has not achieved sufficient 
general acceptance.

For that singular feat, some lucky guy in the 
heartland of America, who eats Tootsie Rolls and 
gets lucky on predictions, will receive 1,000,000 pen­ 
nies (or $10,0001 and a lifetime supply of the same 
candy, just for guessing the man who scores the run 
We know this to be so because Stanley Musial 
personally visited to assure us of the validity of the 
promotion And Stan the Record Man is. if nothing 
else, valid He arrived with a bag of Tootsie Rolls 
(which, 
with 
the cooperation of baseball, 
is 
sponsoring the q uest). 
Stash, as his fellow Poles called him in Donora, 
Pa., personally scored 1,949 of those million runs 
before he retired after the 1963 season to become 1 > 
vice-president of the St. 
Louis Cardinals; 2) 
restaurateur; 3) banker; 4»hotelier 
This variety of activities makes him affluent 
enough to swim every afternoon in his own heated 
pod at his St. Louis manse and to travel the country, 
if be feels like it, to discuss such mundane m atters 
as scoring runs. 
“ I think it's a great promotion for baseball,” said 
Stan, the contest chairman “ Baseball is a great 


game for statistics.” 
It interests us that of all the varietal statistics in 
baseball — home runs, runs batted in. batting 
averages, even stolen bases — the one that has 
consistently received the least attention is the one 
that counts the most, scoring runs. 
Quick, who led the m ajors in runs scored last 
year? No, not Lou Brock. It was Pete Rose (110), 
who had such a bad season the Reds lopped a neat 
slice off his salary. 
In the last decade, some of the following less than 
immortal names have led their leagues in scoring 
(and scoring, they tell us, wins gam es): Don Buford, 
Don McAuliffe, Glen Beckert, Felipe Alou and Zolio 
Versailles. Even Albie Pearson (rem em ber him 9 ) 
once led the American League in runs scored. 
Frank Torre shares a record for scoring six runs in 
one gam e; Sammy White is similarly in the record 
book for three tallies in one inning. 
“ And they couldn’t even run,” smiled Stan. 
Of course, the good ones score, too. Musial led the 
National League in that category five different 
years (only the im m ortal Babe Ruth ever did 
better), 
“Of course,” 
rationalized Stan, 
“ the 
Cardinals never had a good leadoff man all the years 
I was playing.” 
Musial has infallibly been a delightful guy to shoot 
the breeze with, about baseball or anything else It’s

That comment was made months ago in 
response to an early presentation on the 
personnel unit concept. Later Wegner 
must have had some second thoughts 
because he failed to carry through on 
the concept to the degree that would 
satisfy teachers, or to the degree that 
his own comments seemed to promise.

The question has been in limbo ever 
since. 
In more recent tunes a months-long 
effort by a PTA committee at Buena 
Vista

Finally an 
election of officers unseated a proponent 
of the all-year program, and installed a 
moderate who is on record as being 
critical of some school programs.

That never came about 
In the issue raised Tuesday on the 
combination classes, there are similar 
factors. Jacoby had every right to think 
that he should have had the chance to 
consider the question before the school 
board found itself a captive trying to 
navigate between the two sides. In the 
face of these grassfires of conflict, 
Jacoby declared. “I want to appeal to 
concerned parents, to visit the schools 
or call the trustees.” 


It may have been only co-incidental, 
but it seemed to this reporter that board 
president Gail Steiger’s push for an 
early review of the Williams’ space and 
resource report might have stemmed 
from all this. Certainly a deep and 
energetic review of that report would, in 
Jacoby’s words get "all our ducks in a 
row.” It was also significant that Jacoby 
pushed some months ago for a “policy 
on policy,” based on questions raised by 
Steiger. In other words, a policy that 
would be the machinery for presenting 
opinions or suggestions to the school 
board, or for trustees to use to bring 
about some educational innovation. 


One thing should be noted, however, in 
regard to the Williams’ report: Trustee 
Karl Braun has been insistent that the 
board delay zeroing in on the question 
pending the arrival on the scene of 
Clarence 
Bloom 
who 
will 
replace 
Wegner, in July. Wegner for those who 
don't know is winding down his career 
here after 17 years. Braun thinks Bloom 
may have some important comments 
before the trustees become crystalized 
in their own minds on such questions as 
hot lunch programs, the all-year school 
and an accelerated vocational education 
program.

marches on Washington, 
Senate rejection of two Supreme Court 
appointees; McGovern tripped on his 
vice presidential choice and only 56 per 
cent bothered to vote in the Nixon 
"landslide.” More inflation ... That just 
started it. 
Americans were almost artlessly self- 
confident, up to 1963. In that year some 
85 per cent said they were “proud" of 
their 
governmental 
and 
political 
institutions (contrasted to 46 per cent in 
the United Kingdom and only 30 per cent 
in Mexico!) Polls (1964-1970) show the 
erosion that followed: trust that 
the 
Federal government does right "most of 
the tim e” fell from 62 per cent in 1964 to 
47 
per 
cent 
in 
1970; 
belief 
that 
government is pretty much run "by a 
few big interests" rose from 29 per cent 
to 49 per cent; that officials "don't seem 
to know what they are doing” from 27 
per cent to 44 per cent. But the public 
still believed, poignantly enough, that 
officials are honest: only 28 per cent 
thought that "quite a lot” were crooked 
and it was hardly changed in 1970 at 31 
per cent. 
So then, after Spiro Agnew s plea of 
nolo contendere to a crime count, in the 
midst of Watergate, Senator Muskie’s 
Subcommittee 
on 
Intergovernmental 
Operations in 1973 hired Louis Harris to 
do a poll, a kind of extension of the 
earlier surveys that had been made by 
the Survey Research Center. Harris 
gave his conclusions and reported, in 
alarm. "Any objective analysis of such 
results can only conclude that a crisis of 
the most serious magnitude now exists 
in the responses and assessment of the 
people 
to

g o v ern m en t.” 
Everybody knew it but it was startling, 
nevertheless. Alienation, the poll said, 
took many forms. "The rich get richer 
and the poor get poorer,” jumped from 
26 to 55 per c e n t ... 74 per certt believed 
that "special interests get more from 
Government than the people do.” Did 
any institutions get majority support 
from the public? yes medicine, and the 
local trash collection. To sum it up, a 
total of 41 per cent of those queried felt a 
change in the form of government was 
needed, (including about 15 per cent who 
wanted a "big change” ) and all of this

President Ford would have an easier 
time at NATO, and Kissinger with 
Gromyko at Vienna, if the mood back 
home were different. Americans are 
naturally optimists;

The media-created 
flap over the refugees and the knee-jerk 
jingoistic exultation over the Mayaguez 
affair (followed immediately by self- 
examination and new doubts) seem 
expressions of a kind of psychic slide 
that has developed for a dozen years.

But in the meantime, to massage the

The weakness of Congress is simple. It 
has 535 members and little cohesion. 
Some kind of discipline is needed if they 
are going to stand up to the executive, as 
they should; they need the benefit of 
responsible political parties, and they 
need strong leaders. At present there is 
a vacuum of leadership in Congress, 
institutional and personal. 
Speaker Joe Cannon “a hard, narrow 
old Boeotian" was thrown out by a band 
of insurgents in 1910 led by George 
Norris, and a kind of feudal system of 
committee 
— 
baronies 
developed. 
Ultimately a bipartisan coalition of 
conservatives took over. Round about 
1958, 
reapportionment, 
Southern 
re­ 
alignment and erosion of the farm bloc 
helped establish a national Democratic 
majority. The engine of change was the 


liberal Democratic Study Group 
Now Congress is moving into some 
new phase of its checkered existence, 
the outlines of which are unclear. There 
is a sense of urgency for the freshmen 
know they are here on sufferance and 
that voters back home are angry. The 
Democratic 
majority 
is 
trying 
to 
recapture lost territory, watch the 
White House, reform its budget, diffuse 
committees, and set up alternative 
mechanisms of 
control which are 
already tripping over each other. Rarely 
have things been so fluid. 
Weakening the committee structure, 
without creating alternative authority, 
may ultimately enhance the President’s 
power. Democrats have revived the 
Caucus — a former paper organization 
that met only once or twice a year. It is 
too early to estimate these changes. One 
thing seems plain; to balance the 
enlarged presidency; the controlling 
majority of 
Congress must somehow 
make a grant of power to somebody who 
speaks for it — a group or an individual. 
Maybe it will be to the Speaker, maybe 
to 
a 
steering 
committee. 
Neither 
amiable Senator Mansfield nor Rep. 
Albert seem the type either to accept 
the sword or to use it. 


Tom Tiede 
Bonds' obstacle 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - For years 
friends of Georgia state legislator Julian 
Bond have told him he could become the 
first 
black 
president 
in 
American 
history. 
Now 
that 
the 
man 
has 
apparently begun to believe it himself, 
he is finding that his prophets are 
without money. Bond himself is broke; 
his friends can contribute little. Thus, 
what could become at least a serious 
black presidential campaign remains 
buried in an Atlanta basement, willing, 
ready but so far unable. 


Officially, Bond is 
an unannounced can­ 
didate. He says he will 
announce next month 
if he can find $100,000, 
comm itted 
to 
his 
cause, but that pos­ 
sibility 
at 
present 
looks 
slim . 
His 
brother James, double 
O seven, an Atlanta 
city councilman and 
Bond 
c a m p a i g n 
director, says that the 
good 
news 
is 
that 
$5,000 in gifts has been 
raised, but the bad 
news is it has all been 
spent: 
"We’re working out of the basement 
in my mother’s home. We’ve got 20 
volunteers or so and we're setting up 
people in some other states. But it’s 
difficult because so far we re just 
raising enough money to meet expenses. 
Julian 
is 
going 
like 
hell, 
making 
speeches. He made 22 just last month. 
But some of that money goes for his own 
personal expenses, he’s got five kids, 
you know, so we’re hopeful but not at the 
moment rich. " 
Besides the present difficulties in 
raising campaign cash, Bond faces 
future problems caused by the newly 
enacted 
— 
and 
controversial 
— 
campaign finance reform act. For the 
first time the U.S. 
government is 
meddling more than a little in political 
campaigns, and Bond may be one of 
those most affected. 
His people are among legions who 
believe that, among other things, the 
finance 
reform 
act 
discriminates 
against moderate income candidates. 
Gene McCarthy, former Minnesota 
senator 
and 
currently 
another 
unwealthy 
presidential 
hopeful, 
has 
joined in a suit against the campaign 
act. charging that it is unconstitutional. 
As to the issue of rich vs. unrich 
candidates, 
McCarthy says the act 
provides that a rich one may contribute 
up to $50,000 to his own campaign, 
whereas an unrich candidate has to do 
without such personal generosity. Since 
a nonwealthy candidate cannot legally 
solicit this one lump $50,000 from 
another 
source 
(the 
law 
prohibits 
outside gifts in excess of $2,000 to any 
presidential campaigner), he obviously 
has 
at 
least 
this 
substantial 
disadvantage. 
Besides this, the Bond people point 
Out, the portion of the new law entitling 


qualified 
presidential 
primary 
candidates to receive matching funds 
for every private dollar raised, also 
benefits the rich more than anyone else. 
Since 
the 
government 
will 
match 
private individual donations up to $250, 
and since a rich candidate is more likely 
to have more donors able to give $250, 
his chances of getting more matching 
funds far exceed the campaigner who 
relies mostly on $1 to $5 contributions. 
Thus it is that the idea of Julian Bond 
For President faces so many obstacles, 
traditional and now legal, that it may 
not become more than a bumper sticker 
slogan. Not this time around, anyway. 
And yet his friends keep plugging. 
Maurice Dees, a direct mail whiz, is 
lending advice to the Bond group; and 
Ken Body, a Chicagoan respected for his 
abilities in wooing convention delegates, 
is said to be coming to Atlanta soon. 
“Things are picking up," says brother 
James, "our phone is ringing more 
now.” 
No one, perhaps, not even his brother, 
believes Bond can go all the way. But at 
this stage that doesn’t seem to matter. 
Bondites promote their Julian as the 
only man in the Democratic party who 
can trigger the emotion and votes to 
stop George Wallace at the convention. 
Beyond this there is the hope of getting 
enough delegates at the assembly to 
create a new kind of black power. 
"Julian,” says James, “could be the guy 
they 
all 
have 
to come to make 
concessions, for blacks and poor people 
and that kind of thing.” 
But first, some money has got to be 
got. And as of now, Julian Bond can not 
even afford a secretary. When he’s 
away, and the volunteers go home, his 
phone is answered only by his recorded, 
apologetic voice: "Things are hard," it 
explains. “But remember the words of 
the wise politician, ‘don’t get mad, get 
angry.’” 


Controller's 
ploy 


A vociferous protest being made by 
members 
of 
the 
State 
Board 
Of 
Equalization over a legislative ploy by 
State Controller Kenneth Cory may be 
the catalyst for a full review of the 
duties of that office. The board is 
incensed over an attempt by Cory to 
divest himself of his responsibilities as a 
board member while retaining the 
prestige of membership. He is seeking 
in SB 943, currently before the Senate, 
authority to delegate his duties on the 
board to a deputy. 


The board administrates state excise 
tax 
laws 
and 
governs assessment 
practices. It has quasi-legislative and 
judicial 
powers. 
The 
constitution 
provides it shall "consist of five voting 
members, 
the Controller and four 
members 
elected 
for 
four 
year 
terms...” 


In a strongly worded message to the 
Senate, written by board vice chairman 
William M. Bennett on the board's 
behalf, the bill is opposed on grounds 
that constitutional duties, "such as 
voting, cannot be delegated.” Bennet 
cites an attorney general opinion holding 
the Controller cannot authorize a deputy 
"to vote or otherwise act for him as a 
member” of the board. He said the 
"attempt to reconstitute the board as 
the bill would do is contrary to the 
express 
terms 
of 
the 
State 
Constitution...” 


Whatever the legality of a statute 
authorizing such delegation of authority 
by the Controller, the board’s objections 
seem most valid. Besides being clearly 
unfair to the elected members, it offers 
a device whereby the Controller could 
duck the hot issues and escape his 
constitutional duties. For, at anytime, 
the key vote on an issue could rest with 
the appointive person, not responsible to 
the voters. Yet, the onus for the action 
would attach to those who are. 


It would be like allowing the governor 
to delegate bill signing and veto power 
to his staff or legislators letting their 
aides cast their votes. In this manner 
they could escape full responsibility by 
laying the blame on the aide and giving 
satisfaction to the public by firing that 
person. 


The office of Controller is unique in 
that the constitution provides for it 
without specifying any duties excepting 
serving on the Board of Equalization. In 
actuality, 
by 
reason 
of 
statutory 
provisions, the job is by way of being a 
glorified paymaster and accounting 
officer. Perhaps because of the absence 
of 
s p e c i f i c 
c o n s t i t u t i o n a l 
responsibilities, the Legislature, over 
the years, has heaped a multitude of 
duties upon the office. This includes 
assignments to some 27 boards and 
commissions. While some of these are 
relatively minor and some are dormant, 
others, such as the Board of Control and 
State Lands Commission, can be time 
consuming. The practice of controllers 
in recent years has been to delegate 
such duties to a deputy. Usually this is 
whichever deputy is available. That 
loses the continuity intended to attach to 
board memberships. 


If Cory finds his membership on the 
equalization board too onerous, the right 
answer would be to remove him from 
the board and redistrict it to provide for 
five 
elected 
members. 
The 
same 
approach should be made as to his other 
ex-officio memberships. The duties of 
the C' ntroller’s office require a staff of 
70 employes. That should be sufficient 
responsibility without the dumping upon 
him of all the odd chores which come 
along. 


Rather 
than 
pass 
SB 
943 
the 
Legislature should act to review the 
duties of the Controllers with a view to 
relieving him of many of his extra jobs. 
This has been the recommendation of 
previous controllers and it would seem 
the time has come to act upon that 
suggestion.
